Passed Finally. 


HAORISBURO, April, 10.—By a vote of 


119 to 74 the Philadelphia "Ripper" 
passed the house of representatives 
this afternoon. It was placed in the 
hands of the message clerk, with in- 
structions to have it delivered without 
delay to the senate to-morrow morn- 
ing. The bill was amended in the 
house by the designation of the board 
of revision of taxes as a county office, 
and a term of three years provided, in- 
stead of four, as passed by the senate. 
Representative Cooper, of Delaware 
county, led the fight in the house 
against the bill and sought to have it 
postponed, making a motion for that 
purpose, which was defeated by a vote 
of 110 to 78 
Mr. Cooper is of tbe 


opinion that had the passage of tbe 
bill been delayed he would have suc- 
cessfully enlisted the services of Sen- 
ator Quay by the argument that the 
Republican leaders of the 
several 


cities have now more than their share 
of power, and that it would be unwise 
to further curtail the influence of the 
county members of the legislature 
and the county delegates to future 
state conventions. 


Among the bills introduced in the 


senate to-day was one providing a 
penalty of 5 per cent, on all persons in 
townships who fail to pay their taxes 
within a given time. 


The senate concurred in the amend- 


ments to the senate bill authorizing 
school boards to grant the use of 
school houses for lyceum and other 
literary purposes; and to the senate 
bill amending an act authorizing man- 
ufacturing companies to take, hold 
and have real estate to carry on their 
business, by striking out the provision 
which limits the amount of land that 
such companies can take. The follow- 
ing bills were passed finally: Pro- 
viding for the appointment of a turn- 
key for county jails in counties where 
the sheriff acts as jailer and has liad 
his residence in the county jail.

palities, all bonds issued or to be issued 
in pursuance of such elections, and 
the indebtedness represented by such 
bonds from June 19, 1891.

House bill providing for the addition

gunners to secure a license before 
hunting in this state.

Reads Paved With Gold (?) 


The following telegram from Mc- 


Connellsburg appeared in yesterday's 
Philadelphia Record 
We publish it 


for what it is worth : 


"Thompson township, Fulton coun- 


ty, undoubtedly has the most valuable 
roads in the United States. They are 
veritably paved with gold and silver. 
This unique use of the precious metals 
was not intentional, however, but arose 
from the ignorance of the people as to 
the fact that the rock they were using 
for road improvement was so valuable. 
The roads have been paved, or macada- 
mized, with tons and tons of mineral 
rock and nearly the whole county is 
ablaze with excitement over the dis- 
covery that some of this rock assays 
84 60 per ton in gold and silver Joseph 
H Covalt, a prominent citizen of 
Thompson, was in this place yesterday 
and he said prospectors would begin 
the development of the minerals in that 
section on the 15th. of this month. He 
owns ISO 
acres, upon which have 


been found gold, silver, iron ore and a 
valuable quality of magnesia. Tons of 
this latter have also been used on the 
thoroughfares in the whole lower end 
of Fulton county: Mr. Covalt says he 
picked up at random on the roads a 
large lot of specimens and sent them 
to an assiyist, whose analysis showed 
from $1.75 to $4 60 per ton in gold. 
Thousands of acres of land in the town- 
ship have been leased by capitalists 
from a distance, who will push the 
work of development and see what the 
mineral resources of Fulton county 
really are. A great future seems to be 
dawning for the county."

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The Philip- 


pine looters scored an important point 
when Secretary Root decided that the 
Hoar amendment to the army bill 
prohibiting the granting of conces- 
sions in the Pbilippines did not pre- 
vent the issuing of licenses to cut 
timber on public lands under the regu- 
lations promulgated by General Mac Ar- 
thur last July. While it will not be as 
profitable to cut timber under a license 
requiring that the government shall be 
paid from one-half cent to seven cents 
a cubic foot for all that is cut, accord- 
ing to quality and value, as it would 
have been under outright concessions 
of the right to cut timber in certain 
sections of the islands, it will still be 
profitable and will save the money that 
has already been spent by the looters 
in preparing to handle the concessions 
they expected to get. 


Although bard pushed to furnish of

missary department developed by the 
arrest of Capt. Frederick J. Barrows, 
of the Thirteenth Volunteer Infantry, 
quartermaster of the Southern Depart- 
ment of Luzon, together with seven 
commissary sergeants, several civil- 
ian clerks, a prominent government 
contractor, the ass;stant manager of 
the Hotel Oriente, the proprietors of 
three of the largest bakeries in Manila 
and a number of storekeepers and 
other persons." The message states 
that "orders have been issued that no 
guilty man shall escape. The number 


of men implicate! in the frauds 
great and high rank will not suffice to 
shield the delioquents." 


A regular army officer who has jus: 


returned from the Philippines, in tell- 
ing ho" the army frauds were perpe 
trated, among other things, said: 


"Somebody is making himself rich 


at the expense of the government ir 
Manila, and it is being done in a way 
which will make it difficult to bring 
the charges home, and for that reason 
those who are in a position to be mor 
»lly certain of the facts are remaining 
quiet,as they do not want to be involv 
ed in a scandal where they may find i 
impossible to produce legal evidence 
when eases against the parties involvei 
might come to trial. 


"Accoruing to official reports ther 


is more United States property at th 
bottom of Manila bay than has eve 
been lost in the water, and if a clos 
inspection were made I have no doub 
that much of this property could no 
be found stored in the town of Manila 
As far as I could learn while on th 
island the method of proceeding i: 
cases where an officer or other person 
in charge of stores desires to accumu 
late a little property of the govern 
ment is as follows: 


"The harbor at Manila is of such 


nature that transports cannot come tc 
the piers to unload and ,the merchau 
dise consigned to the army is taken off 
in lighters, called cascos by the natives 


A caseo will hold.about 4,000 pounds o 
freight. 
The stores are all marked 


and when passed over the side of th 
vessel the bill of lading or list of store 
is checked by a clerk in charge, and on 
delivery at the pier it is receipted for 


"While on the way from the shore t 


the ship an empty casco is overturned 
The next trip it makes to shore it 
load is delivered, not to the officer i: 
charge of the commissary supplies, bn 
at another pier, and the officer or othe 
person on the boat makes a report o 
the upsetting of the casco with th 
stores on board. 
This report passe 


through official hands, and the com 
missary officer is relieved of the re 
sponsibility on account of the loss o 
property, which did not occur, by th 
overturning of the casco. 


"This method is followed in man; 


instances, but is "not the only on 
where irregular work is corrected b 
the sinking and overturning of ligh 
ers. 'A lighter will hold about 4,00 
pounds, but an inspection of the re 
ports of the boards of survey whicl 
have relieved officers of responaibilit 
for loss will show that in many ci 
the boards have reported as high a 
40,000 pounds of property lost by th 
foundering of a single casco. Wher 
this property is no one knows, an 
who is being benefited by the loss n 
one can tell. 


"There is no doubt that persons o 


the island who have had any connec 
tion with the commissary and quarter 
master's departments know that man 
irregularities exist in this departmen 
and they further know that it is prac 
tically impossible that it should b 
otherwise under existing conditions 


even though every man in connectio 
with the handling of provisions shoul 
be perfectly honest. Take the case o 


Maj. A. C. Devol, recently relieved a 
quartermaster of one of the depar 
meats.

5300,000.

generals, were captured, asking fo 
re-enforcements to the number of fou 
hundred, giving accurate instruction 
how they could reach him with th 
greatest safety and least chance of ea] 
ture. The quick brain of Genera 
Funston immediately saw that thi 
was the opportunity of his life. He a 
once unfolded a plan to General Ma< 
Arthur by which the rebel leade 
could be captured. It was deadly i 
its conception and still more deadly i 
its execution and it was, as Aguinald 
afterward 
confessed, the only pis 


that- had any possible chance of su 
cess. We must not forget that th 
men who carried out every article 
the plan of which General MacArthu 
approved were savages and many o 
them cannibals.

Burns may be ordmarj but they lose 


pone of their smait because of the ease 
with which they are acquned 
Some 


persons seem to have a perfect genius 
for getting burned 
If they strike a 


match It breaks and scorches them 
while a visit to the kitchen ends In a 
burn from the oven or a scald from hot 
water or steam 
Of course the right 


thing to do with a bum is to get it 
away from all contact with the air and 
to do this with all possible baste 


The necessary articles for the treat 


ment should be on hand, and they are 
baking soda—not washing soda, notice 
—fresh fat of some sort and several 
thicknesses of cotton cloth 
It is an 


excellent plan to have a bottle of car 
ron oil ready for such emergencies 
Carron oil is made by shaking together 
equal parts of linseed oil and llmewa 
ter 
If the skin is broken over the 


burn, use the oil without the soda 
Otherwise moisten the soda with olive 
oil or sweet oil or even lard or cold 
eieam and apply It 
Over this wrap 


the cloth 
Cotton battmg is often used 


for covenng the burn and keeping out 
the air, but It is not to be recommend 
ed 
It is not a good plan to use flotii 


dusting it over a bum for it frequently 
hardens and Is of little comfort 


Oue of the simplest measures for a 


sup"ificlal bum is to apply the white of 
an egg with a soft piece of old muslin 
adding moie as it dues
